Lothair, Right Hon, Banjamin" Bia- 
raeii's new novel, Is iba literary Bon- 
saiion of the hour ia London. The 
papers contain long royiewe mora or 
loss favourable to il, present copious 
oxtraots showing Its tonor, and ootn- 
mcat editorially upon it. \ > •, 

The story of Lothair torna npoti the 
attemptod converaion of the hero to tho 
Roman Catholic faith. Ho is tho heir 
to nn aueieut ostalo. The posbOS.Mons of 
his family inclndo wo know noi how 
many broad domains in E-iginnd and 
Sootland, His father dying boioio liis 
birth, and bis mother soon after, tho 
future lord of Muriel Towera is consign- 
ed to the guardianship of a reliitivo, 
a Hootch lord of tho Bternesl Prjsby- 
toriftn Creed, and an Enuilish cler^^y- 
mnn, one of bio falhor'ii old cjollego 
friond?.

The ivvo 
ganrdians naturally quarrel over ilio ed- 
ucation of Lothair, too Scotch lord 
having a purliculur ol)jootion to 0.\.fbfil, 
but it Is docidod against him by tho 
Court of Cliancery and lo Oxiord our 
horo gooB, thoro be beoomes iIig bosom 
friend ol Bertram eldo.-t sou ot tho 
ducal family of Brenthrnni, oecoiupuu- 
ioH hini houio, urul gote his Brat las e 
of good society iu lliu company of the 
Uiiohoaa and bur oharming dnughlofct. 
All those daugliiors are iniiiTiod ixoepi 
tho youngest, Lady Corisaiido, u roinan- 
tio girl otsovontoon, and Lothuir duos 
big duty by falling in love witli hor ut 
first sight, positively dJtnauding per- 
mission of tho Duchegs to tnako her an 
offer of marriage- Tne . D-ichc-s do- 
cides tbat they uro ' owro youni^, ' and 
the quosiioa is shelved lor the pre^eni. 
Meanwhile tbe Oardiaul ba^, his bye on 
Lothair, introduoos bim to tbe noble 
family of tho Si Jeromes, surrounds him 
\rilh several geollemaaly bui zealous 
prioata ol tho Jesuit Iratorniiy, ami 
above all brings hira within the tjiis o( 
Miss Clare Arundel, who lives only lor 
her faitb, and ie willing to make' nny 
use of "her heart that miy best ret]oand 
to the welfare of tbechurobt Of oo'urse 
ia the oircnmstanoes doscrtbud, the best 
use shs can maico of it is to atlui-e with- 
in the fold ihe heir ot uu anciuul duke- 
dom and countless wealth. Loiliuir 
does, in faot, get half couvoried. lie 
orders an arohjieot to diaw plana for a 
magolQeeat cathedral to be erected at 
Weatminsior, and his fixed purpose Is lo 
speud jCiOO,OoO, accuuiulatod during his 
miuonty upon this holy work. fJut hj 
is saved in lime. Just as Mlis Arundel 
baa effaced Ibe image .of Lady Coris- 
ande from his sasoepitblo hearL, so a cer- 
tain 'divine Thedoro' effaces the imago 
of Miss Arundol.

Loibair actually fiuds himseitai 
t Feoian meeting in Londoo, and be is 
resooed from a daogetoos scrape by one oi 
Ibo notabilities piesent, who afterward is 
leund in command of UariUaldiaos at the 
Oaitla ol Meotana, Wo have now before ub 
all thu leading personag a and maleriuls ol 
Iho story. Ljtbair goes to italy along 
with the 'divine Theodora' and is made a 
oaptain io tbs Garibaldiao army, Qgbt» 
agB'oit the Papal troops at Viierbo, and 
geiB seriously woundud ot Montana In th 
tioapiial who should diioover Imu but Ahs. 
Atuodtl, wbo is staying at Rjine wiih tlie 
Si Juromei and the Eiulinb Cardinal's sut. 
I'huy remove him to the palaoe wiic.o ihny 
are residing, narss him through a loug eick- 
nesa, ply bim day and nigbi wiib gbosily 
council, and flitter' tbemss ves at lasi that 
his conversion ii complete. Happily oi 
u ihappily thay overdo tho Ibing. Mia- 
Arundel and the priests gut up a grand 
thanbsgiviug aervice at Si f-'utei's, in which 
his reosnt escapade is olothed witb a piou.< 
versioQ, Il is gi'on out ibat he was G^hu 
tog at Meotana oo the Papal side, and that 
when atroek down on the field he w,ih 
savod by |,tbe miraculous interpo.'-idnn ol 
Ihu Blessed Virgio. Ills reviving luvc tor 
Miss Arundel mduoea him so far lo comply 
with bnr entreaties as to hold a caudle at 
the thanksgiring service — bat when, on ihu 
following day, be sees the woolo ulltir pivb- 
lisbed io tbe 0^'ota' ./ourna^ coupled with 
tho fabulooa veistoo of the part be liud taken 
at Menlana, ho is thoroughly diigiisied.
